FEES IE informed that since March, 1932 he has 
been employed by Attorney G. WRAY GILL in New Orleans as an 
investigator and law clerk. Ke said that since the end of 
August, 1963 and up until November 22, 1963 he has been 
working on a case involving CARLOS MARCELLO who was charged 
in Federal Court in connection with a fraudulent birth certifi- 
cate." FERRIE stated that the trial of MARCELLO began in 
Federal Court in New Orleans, Louisiana on November 4, 1963 
and ended on November 22, 1963 and that he was in New Orleans 
working with Attorney G. TOlY GILL on the case during this 
period. He stated that ca November 9 and November 16, 1963 
he was at Churchill Downs, which is a farm owned by CARLOS 
MARCELLO, mapping strategy in connection with MARCELLO’S 
trial. He informed that on November 11, 1963 he was -*a New 
Orleans, during the entire day and did net leave the city. 

PERRIS stated that from October 11 to October 
18, 1963 he was in Guatemala and again from October 30, 1333 
to November 1, 1963 he was in Guatemala in connection with 
investigation of the MARCELLO case.

because he thought he Eight go out of the state of Louisiana 
and ha did cot know what the hunting seasons were in other 
states and he was also concerned about transporting fir earns 
across the state line. 


FERRIS said that he had been considering for some 
tine' the feasibility and possibility of opening aa ice skating 
rink in New Orleans. Ee claimed that he cade a telephone call, 
■possibly from KELVIN COSSET’ s hone to CHUCK HOLLAND at the 
T7mter land Skating Rink in Houston, Texas . Ee advised that 
this call to ROLLASD was charged to either teleohone timber 
899-3598 or 486-3127. FERRIS claimed that he had no prior 
acquaintance with HOLLAND but had knowledge of the fact that 
the Winter land Skating Eiak was located in Houston. 

FERRIS related that he left KELVIN COFFEY ’ 3 hone 
between 6:30 and 7 :C0 PH accompanied by EEAUBOUSF and COFFEY 
and drove to John Paul’s Restaurant, Kenner, Louisiana, where 
they stopped to eat. Ee said that at approximately 9:00 PIS 
or shortly after 9:00 PE, November 22, 1963, he, BSAEEOUE? 
h'hd COFFEY left John Paul's Restaurant to go to Houston, 

Texas. He informed that the route traveled was through Eaton 
Rouge to Lafayette, Louisiana and through Lake Charles, 
Louisiana to Houston, Texas. FERRIE claimed they arrived in 
Houston between 4:30 and 5:30 AH and want directly to the 
Alamotel located on South Hals Street, six to ten blocks 
south of the Shamrock Hilton Hotel, where they checked into 
Room 19.

FERRIE' claims that he had left a call at the motel 
office for 8:30 AM and another call for 10:30 Ail but has no 
recollection of receiving a call from the motel office at 
either time. FERRIS said he had left the calls so that he 
could call Attorney G. WRAY GILL in New Orleans to tell him

stated that ha and his companions awakened roughly at noon 
and after having breakfast he west down Main Street to 
Sears, Roe trek and Company where he purchased a jacket, a 
sweater and several other items.

FERRIS said he rented skates and skated ».i the 
rink for a while locking the situation over and also taking 
into consideration the amount of business at the risk. Ee~ 
stated that he thea introduced himself to CHECK HOLLAND and 
spoke with him at length concerning the cost of installation 
and operation of the rick. FERRIS exhibited a leaflet of the 
Winter land Ice Skating Risk , 2400 Norfolk, Houston, Texas, 
which he had is his possession. FERRIS stated that during 
the time he was talking to CHECK HOLLAN D other employees of 
HOLLAND were present at the risk. He recalled specifically 
there was a young boy who was passing out skates and as older 
man who was on duty at the rink but he does not recall whether 
he was introduced to these two individuals or not. FERE IE 
claimed that he remained at the Vinter laud Skating Rink for 
a period of approximately two hours and after leaving there 
he returned to the motel. 

After arriving at the motel he placed a tele- 
phone call to Attorney G. WRAY GILL but was unable to complete 
this call. He placed a second call to the Town and Country 
Hotel in an effort to determine whether Attorney GILL was located 
at the Town and Country Hotel. FERRIE further related that 
ALVIN BEAUECUEF may have made a telephone call to his hone. 

He said that later they checked out of the Alsr.otel and went 
to the Bellaire Skating Risk on Chimney Reck Road in the 
Belleview section of Houston, arriving there between 7:30 
and 8 ;00 PH.

FERRIS related that in connection 
with this plan SMITH obtained vendor's license from the City 
of Hew Orleans. FERRIE said that he does not believe that 
this plan was ever placed into effect by SMITH and it is his 
belief that SMITH subsequently abandoned this idea. 

FERRIE said that he does not have any recollection 
of any organization ia New Orleans named the Fair Play for 
Cuba Committee and has never had any connection with any 
individual representing an organization by that name.
